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EDITORIAL 


MORE ON LEGALITY: 

This month's editorial comment will serve a two fold purpose. 
First, it will serve to expand upon the legality problems with 
old radio shows and secondly, serve to answer Bruce Ruggles open 
letter. 

Additional legal advice coming from FCC and copyright attor- 
neys indicate that performance residual rights do not apply to 
old radio programs, since these residual clauses were not written 
into contracts for radio performers. Copyright is the main and 
conclusive word, Although all of us may have shows in our collect- 
ion that may come from any source under the sun, they are not ours 
to do what we please with. We may have these shows and the copy- 
righters may not, but they are for an urpose, other than your 
own enjoyment, the property of the copyrighter. Mr. Ruggles in 
his statement that you may not rebroadcast without permission, 
but as I have stated before, it does not end there. You may not 
legally sell shows, trade shows, or even give them away, The theory 
being, you cannot do anything with something that does not belong 
to you. 

In all states you would be violating the copyright laws which 
is a civil offense; and in New York and California, it is also a 
criminal offense. At this time none of what any of us are doing is 
not profitable enough or far-reaching enough to have anyone worry 
about us- but the time may come, 

To legally record, rebroadcast or deal in old radio shows in 
any way would require the permission of the present copyright hold- 
er, Since the days when dramatic radio programming was king, copy- 
rights have passed on as organizations have been sold or have gone 
bankrupt, Locating copyright holders is almost next to impossible 
and maybe that is one other reason why we as collectors or private 
sellers or even those of us who are rebroadcasting have not been 
bothered, 

True, there are some of us who are presenting old radio pro- 
gramming on the air and station attorneys have (1 hope) found a 


loophole. Last month, John,in his article, requested collectors to

contact local radio stations about airing old radio shows and 
find out their answers on legality. For those of you who tried, 
we would be interested in the repose received. 

As far as those who are rebroadcasting or releasing old 
radio shows for rebroadcast or pressing records of old radio shows, 
we can only speak for those we know about. 

Charles бее гөй, Inc. has made arrangments with copyright 
holders for release of specific numbers of episodes of the shows 
he is releasing: ie, Lone Ranger, Yhadew, Gangbusters, Lum and 
Abner, Sherlock Holmes, etc. 

Arch Übler is releasing his old Lights Out series under the 
title of The Devil and Mr. D, as the network owned the name, 
Lights Out, In some cases new actors are being used with old 
scripts as we suspect the original actors other than stars were 
actors whose contracts were held by the network and the network 
would not give permission. 

The Longine Sypmhonette is releasing some old radio shows on 
record with permission from copyright holders and advertising them 
on a per inquiry basis over the airways. 

Uther than these legal users of old radio shows through com- 
mercial channels, we are not aware of any others with copyrighters 
permission, although we know that other commercial outlets are 
being used. 

Our best to them and we hope that they are covered legally,as 
getting both the word and physical product of old radio before the 
new public is our eim, 

Since we here at Stay Tuned and Sound Tapes Of the Past are 
a New York based outfit, we tread water very carefully since if 
we were to be picked on, it could be up to five years in prison. 
By the way, I smoke Viceroy and John smokes Salem- if all at once 
we are not heard from, 

We do know that the largest commercial seller of old radio 
programs is also based in New York and since we are not in commun- 
ications with his organization in any way, we cannot comment in 
his activities. 

Опе thing is for sure- our ultimate abjective is the promation 
of old radio programs to the public and if the legal and right way 
of doing it is with copyright permission,and there is no doubt 


that this permission does пої come free, then we will use any re-

sources at our disposal to obtain such permission, 

We here at Stay Tuned will take the inititive at contact- 
ing copyright holders if we can discover who they are. If you 
know of any copyright holder of old radio shows, fill us in here 
at Stay Tuned. |

Spent yesterday, May 4th, as the guest of Art Millman, 
President of radio station WILZ, 1590 on the dial in Teira Verde, 
Florida, serving Tampa, St. Petersburg and Clearwater, Art and 
I spent three hours on the air with Eddie Connors, famous banjoist, 
discussing old radio and old music from the 20's, 30's, 40's and

WHATS ON A DISC 


We received two discs as gifts from a radio station which 
indicates that discs are still available if you seek them out, 
Neither of these discs, as far as we can determine, are original 
recordings done in radio's hey day, but either repressings or 
exerpts. 

The first disc is a 16" redording pressed by а current old 
radio distributor and the label reads with the firm name and indic- 
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ates copyright material, The program is, "The Life Of Mary Southern 


indicating the program or episode number. 

The second is slightly larger than a°78 RPM record and is 
labeled CBS Package Programs- for home record players- Drama from 
CBS- Escape- CBS is There- Studie Üne- Introduced by Fletcher 
Markle- XP38221, 

Neither of these discs have been played at this writing and 
the idea is to transport them, our luggage, a wife and child back 
from Florida in one piece in a 1971 Duster. (Is that listed in 
the order of importance, Bob? That's a joke! Ed.) 

The CBS disc appears from the label to be execpts from some 
of CBS's best radio shows. If all goes well, by next issue we 
will let you know. 

The idea behind the disc article is to prove that discs are 
Still out there waiting to be found, Contact radio staions in 
your area and particularly try to find the station owner who has 
the right to dospose of this type of material, Now to find new 
shows, take the initiative and go out and contact station owners 
and let us know what you have uncovered,

those days as a guest of radio station WILZ, One of the privi- 
leges accorded me a a guest of the station was rambling through 
the morning mail.of unsolicited material which included new re- 
cords, religious messages, public service announcements and a host 
of samples of tape packaged shows all locking for buyers, These 
are samples of syndicated shows on range from old radio, UPI news 
and sports weekly summaries, "This Is Broadway", featuring tunes 
of Broadway, "The Self Portrait series in which the sample pro- 
vided a self portrait of Burt Bacharach, There is a lot of com- 
petition out there for old radio and the syndication price of 
old radio at $15/half hour is really quite expensive for independ- 
ent radio stations with the high overhead and the competition for 
local sponsors. Everybody's selling and a station can only afford 


to buy so much.

"Rating programs, at best, is a difficult job. Each trader has their 
own way of rating programs. Often they use techniques other traders 
use, The main problem is that a program that is very listenable to 
one person may not be to another. Often this is due to a more crit- 
ical ear or more sophisticated equipment, Some, like Roger Hill, give 
a very detailed rating, noting all the imperfections, Others, like 
myself, do not rate each program, but do note serious imperfections. 
Most, I think, fall in between. I'm going to review my rating pro- 


cedures and also mention the different types of listening problems: 


"If there is no problem mentioned next to one of my programs; it 
means that it is very listenable and can be understood without strain, 
Some problems I've found are noted below with abbreviations I use: 

b - bassy: Often this can be corrected when listening by giving it 

more treble. If severe it is noted ûn my listing. 

m =~ muffled: When this occurs you can't understand the program well 
at all, no matter how you manipulate the tome control. 
this is noted. 

h = hum: If slight and doesn't interfere with the listening, it 

is not noted. Otherwise it is. 

hi - hiss: Noted only if severe. 

f - fast: This can't be changed unless you have a variable speed 
recorder or devise some technique of changing the speed 
of your recorder, This is noted, 

s - slow: Same as abloes, I've found this very prevalent in some 
cf the Jack Benny Jello series of 1938, 

x talk:- cross talk: Background talk from poor erasure, interference 

from another station on rebroadcasts, Noted 


if very noticeable.

sq ~ squeal or whistle: This happened to me when I first started 
dubbing due to poor patchcord connections, 
This is noted. 

p- piercing: (Tinny, rasping, harsh) This is the type of sound 
that goes right through your skin, like scratching 
a blackboard. This is noted, 

overmod ~ avermodulated: When this happens, your volume level dances 

all around and the sound is often distorted. 
Often a hum occurs, This is noted, 
op - opening, cl - closing: If this is missing, it is usually noted. 
mud ~ muddled: Usually this occurs at the beginning of a program and 
is noted if severe. 

vol - volume: If it is very soft, it is noted. 

fl - fluctuation: If the volume fluctuates noticable, it is noted. 

scr - scratchy: This is noted when it seriously detracts from the 

sound. 
sn = surface noise: Noted when severe, 
w and fl - wave and flutter: When this is very severe, especially in 
musical parts, it is noted, 

dr = dropouts When some frequencies or sound is missing and is severe 
it is noted. This sometimes occurs when a program has 
made the rounds of many tape recorders and some have 


poor heads."
